“ Tiii guilty, your honor, hut I <liu 
not k now what I was doing. I was 
drunk when I did it,” These were the 
words Stephen Westover, a Missouri 
Pacific boilermak er, answered Police 
.Tudge Gresham with when arraigned 
heiore the court this .morning, charg­ 
ed with exposing his person on pub­ 
lic highways. 
Westover, who is 49 vears old, has 
a wife and eight 
children, 
five of 
whom reside in 
this 
city, was ar 
rested by Officers Card and Robert­ 
son at his home, southeast corner 
of Third and Massachusetts streets, 
early last evening, and t^k en to Chief 
Boullt’s office, where he was “sweat­ 
ed” by Chief Boullt. 
He admitted he was the man for 
whom the police 
and constabulary 
had been searching for for week s, and 
when further questioned, 
told 
the 
whole story. 
W estover and family came to Se- 
dalia from Moline, 111,, four months 
ago. 
The grown sons « ecured em­ 
ployment at 
the 
Missouri 
Pacific 
shops, lik ewise the father. 
About four week s 
ago 
complaint 
was made to Chief of Police Boullt 
that a nude man was appearing night­ 
ly on certain streets in W est Sedalia, 
and invariably he materialized when 
women were passing. 
Complaint 
after 
complaint 
was 
made to the chief of police, and dur 
ing the last fortnight so many cads 
were registered that Chief Boullt sec 
about to detect the man. 
Assisted 
by 
Officers 
Card 
and 
Robertson, Chief 
Boullt 
obtained & 
“tip” that there 
in Sedalia a 
man named Westover, 
who, 
before 
coming to Sedalia. had been addicted 
to carrying on such work at Moline, 
IJl.. the same as was being done in 
this city. 
Quietly the chief and Officers Card 
and Robertson k ept a close look out 
for the man, and after much hard 
work gleaned informai ion that led to 
W cstover’s arrest. 
W hen they 
had 
convinced them­ 
selves that Westover 
was 
the man 
desired, Chief Boullt gave orders to 
the officers to mak e the arrest last 
night. 
In accordance with instruc­ 
tions. the officers pr<» ceeded to West- 
ov('r’s house, wiiere they found their 
victim, 
who 
happened 
to 
be 
at 
hom e . 
Accompanied by 
his 
grown son, 
Thomas, Westover was tak en to the 
office of Chief Boullt. wdiere, as pre- 
vluo.sly stated, he confessed, after a 
thorough “sweating.” 
He admitted 
that he had been guilty of ‘juch prac­ 
tice as thi.s at Moline. 111., and also 
ndnillted that after w’eek s of search­ 
ing there he had be^^n apprehendeu 
and fined $150 and costs for his of­ 
fenses. 
According to his .story, he and his 
family soon afterwards came to Se­ 
dalia. where they have resided since. 
At Moline. Westover was k nown as 
‘ Overcoat Jack .” 
According to the 
story 
told the 
court, the son, Thomas, 
had 
read 
frequent notices in 
the 
Democ« at- 
Sentinel that a nude man was creat­ 
ing excitement on certain streets in 
W est Sedalia, and one day recently 
pick ed up Uie paper and read an ac­ 
count of the nude man's work to his 
father, remark ing, “You have begun 
your old trick s again.” The father ad­ 
mitted his guilt, 
and 
promised 
to 
cease the practice, but did not do 
so. 
W hen arraigned 
in 
court 
today, 
W estover was questioned 
by 
City 
McGruder and ask ed to explain his ^ 
actions. T he prisoner, who appeared 
\ 
nuk e melancholy and seemed to tak e 
no interest in 
the 
numerous spec­ 
tators in the eoint room that stared 
at him, told the court that, as far a« 
I'c- could recollect, 
he 
had been on 
the streets in a nude condition only 
tw ice. 
On one occasion 
he 
exposed his 
person to three ladies near the new 
selmol 
building 
of 
Sacred 
Heart 
church, on West Third strtn^t. 
and 
on another night he repeated the' of 
fense In the sight of two ladies near 
the .Masonic temple 
on 
W est Sev­ 
enth street. 
Westover told .fudge Gresham that 
he was drunk when he did so. and 
never appeared on the streets in a

was sober. 
^ His story w'as listened 
to patiently 
b> the court officials and spectators, 
and after Hie prisoner bad explained 
his actions Judge Gresham remark ed 
tliat he would be “lenient” with the 
piisoner, and would 
fine him $1PU, 
which is the maximum fine under the 
city ordinance. 
The .son. who sat by his father dur­ 
ing the trial, and who is of neat ap- ^ 
pearaiice and pleasant manner.s. left 
the court room at once and returned 
Hbortly afterw^ards with a roll of biBs.

him at Fort Scott. Kas., nor will he 
be told for a couple of days. 
A wTiter on the Fort Scott Tribune- 
Monitor writes the Democrat-Sentinel 
follows under date of the 27th: 
“Just a line regarding the arrest 
ol the. man at your town wdioni you 
believe is w'anted here for murder. 
It may be that this fellow' is George 
harper, who k illed Will Harris here 
last fall while work ing with a Frisco 
construction gang. 
Think our sher- 
ift will be there tomorrow' night to 
identify the prisoner. 
“ Harper and Harris, both negroes, 
w'ork ed together in the Frisco yards 
here w'ith a party of twenty or more 
iiegdoes. Early one morning they had 
a dispute, and Harper armed himself 
w'Uh a crow-bar and struck Harris 
over the head, fracturing his sk ull. 
“None in the gang endeavored to 
prevent H arper’s escape. 
He walk ed 
away and it was two hours before 
the police were notified. 
None of the 
gang even ’phoned for an officer after 
Harris was assaulted, 
though 
they 
carried him to his home. 
“Harpi'r was located a short lime 
ago in Kansas City, but escaped be­ 
fore the sheriff reached him. 
Harris 
lived about ten hours after the as­ 
sault occurred. 
“Trust these facts may aid you in 
getting up a story if the man at your 
lowm proves the one who committed 
the crime here.”

Mrs. Hink le w^as arrested she ran to 
the shelf to get the bottle, but found 
it gone. 
Hink le lived about ten miniPes aft­ 
er the a-rival of the doctor, and be- 
foie dying told the doctor that he 
had been poisoned by his wife. 
I'he sheriff was sent for after Hin­ 
k le's death, and, in searching the 
house found a letter said to have 
been written by a man who formerly 
w'ork ed 
for 
Hink lo. 
Last summer 
Mrs. 
Hink le endeavored, it is al­ 
leged, to elope with the letter writer, 
but was stopiied by her hnshani and 
the man Avent to live in another city. 
In the letter the man stated that if 
Mrs. Hink le did not k ill her loisband 
he would do it himself.

111., were instructed to 
arrest the man. 
The letter and the bottle, wdiich is 
supposed to contain strychnine, will 
be used at the preliminary examina­ 
tion of Mrs. Hink le.

the necessary generative task s, and 
can yet dominate the future.’

fak er.”

Prof. Small, “is an innocuous inno­ 
cent. compared with the 
man 
who

confuse fundamental ideas of human 
relations. 
“There is hardly any more elemen­

struggle of contending interests is a 
perpetual factor of human progress.

inimig”ant lad to a luulti-niiilionaire 
and the owner of railroads, b anks and 
newspapers. 
Walsh is now at lib erty on b ond, 
jtending the decision of the court in 
today’s application ler a new trial. 
II llie verdict should b e sustained, 
.Walsh could b e sentenced to a total 
of 54U years ia prison. 
Lie w'a *3 con­ 
victed on fifty-four counts, and the 
penalty fixed hy statute is not less 
tlian fiv’e nor more than ten years im­ 
prison men t on each count. 
Assistant District Atto rney Do hy ns 
is confident in hm declaration that 
the verdict will stand, and that it 
will have a wdiolesome effect upo n the 
hanking operations of the enti.'e na- 
iioR.

Agee obtained a dramshop license 
from the Btichanan county court and 
set up a saloon in that county, but 
within half a mile of the village of 
Gower in Clinton connty. 
Agee w^as convicted 
of 
violating 
the village ordinance and on appeal 
to the circuit court the judgment w^as 
set aside on the ground that a man 
may not be convicted in one conn 
ty 'for a crinw committed 
in 
an­ 
other. 
In reversing 
the 
Clinton county 
circuit court Judge 
.Tohnson, 
who 
wTote the opinion, said: 
“The interpretation of tlie statutes 
supports the conclusion that the po­ 
lice power may be delegated by the 
le.gislature to a municipality over a 
territory immediately adjacent to its 
limits where an exercise of sucTi au 
thority is necessary to the prese^*- 
vation and 
protection of the peace 
and good order of tlie tow?^n and its 
inhabitants, and that as the statute 
under which siicli authority may be 
enjoyed 
provides 
no 
exception 
in 
cases where the protecting belt m ay 
lap over into territory located in an­ 
other county or municipality, it can 
not be said with reason tha t the leg­ 
islature intended to place such res­ 
triction on the exercise of the pow­ 
er.

good orchard land. 
On sp il not dep leted by injudicious 
farming trees make a good growth of 
wood and p roduce fruit of good qual­ 
ity and color. 
I have one ap p le or­ 
chard on thin, “worn-out” land and 
by a liberal ap p lication of stable ma­ 
nure and the growing of cow*-p ease 
have a beautiful and very p rofitable 
orchard.

I liave 
never exp eriruced anv difficulty in 
fruit - p roduction by excessive wood 
growth. Dave never ,had any exp eri­ 
ence in growing trees on p rairie soil 
and h" 
little on sandy soil, but d ^ 
cldedly p i’cfv''!' the so-caUf>d clay. 
Of course bottom lands subject to 
overftow could not be made suitable 
for orchard p urp oses, hut a 
that 
i§i unsuitable by reason of lacjc of 
p lant fqod. or its being too 
wet. can often be made good orchard 
land by fertilization and drainage.

There would be as muca of it 
as 1 could p ile up on my wagon, all 
of it done up in bags to look like 
mail matter, and my orders were to 
get rid of it the best way I could 
without creating susp icion. 
“ When I got four ov five miles out 
ol the little town, 1 would dump out 
a sack full, set it on fire, and burn 
it. 
The ash heap s of burned maga­ 
zines, p ap ers, almanacs 
and 
ev ery 
kind of p rinted stuff would scatter 
all along the road for miles. 
“Much of this accumulation of mail 
, was simp ly for the reason that the 
p ostmaster, like many cither*,
